From tho latest accounts obtained from 
the various districts throughout the Colony, 
it would appear that the damage done by 
the typhoon yesterday was much groater 
than was at first supponed. - Besides numer: 


‘ous minor casualtios in tho Hill District, 
Dr Onntlie’s rosidenco which had to stand 
-tho full blast of the storm st Mount Kellett 


was practically wrecked, and Dr Oantlio, 
Mrs Onntlis and family had to seek re- 
fogo in tho Hospital. Tho boat house 
and promises of the Victoria Recreation 
Club. have anflored considerably, and 
some of the boats havo also sustained 
damago, The roads between Viotoria 
Road and Shankiwanjaro in a terrible state, 
Elsowhoro throughout the Oolony the roads 
have been badly cut up, but the Praya has 
stood up well. ‘ 

~ The Peninsula of Kowloon, particularly 
the north side, appeara to have ‘suffered 
most, and many of the residents bad a very 
uneasy time of it when the gsle was at its 
height.

Tho ro- 
sidencs of Mr Wilson, the manoger at 
Hunghom, from its exposed position, was 
subjected to the full fury of the gale, and 
it must have been anything but a comfor- 
table situation for its occupants. Betweon 
Huvghom ond Kowloon City fourtesn 
janks were wrecked, With the exception 
of one man who was unable to swim, 
all the boat-people got ashore, but 
they experienced most heartloss treatment 
at the hands of some of the villagers, 
Whatever wreckage citae ashore was at 
once seized by these inhuman descendants 
of rapacious pirates. Very little assis. 
tanca was given to tha people struggling 
for doar lifo in the water; and a particularly

STEAM-LAUNCd SUNK.

The distress we found among the’ people

supply -of riea of the poorest quality they

hed bought and carried no day's journey. 
We persuaded them to sharo thoir moagre 
store with us, paying them enough to more 
than doubly ropluea ‘the portion given to 
Wo hed the company. of sovoral ad- 
ditionst men, beyond the usual comple. 
mont of guides aud bearers. ‘As wa con. 
tinned our journey, who went not merely 
cut of friendliness to us, but in the hope of 
getting supplies for their half-ntarved village 
at some of the towns we passed. , ‘ 

Tho scenery along tho way was fino, es: 
Pocially after afev.hours, when wo began 
to catch glimpses of the Five Fingor Moun- 
tain. ‘We pasied along tho baso of a» mas- 


j Sive ridge whose height nearly equalled that 


of tha Five Fingera Poake, tut being more 
extensive ard massive its height was not 60 
evident. Birds in great variety and buttor- 
fies in gorgeous colours wore abundant. At 
ono point a pair of unusually fino silver 
phaasants crossed tha road juat in front of 
the advanced file of our party. Several fair. 
‘sized villages were passed on the way and 
othors noted a short distance off. Several 
others were perched high up the sides of 
the great ridges. The whole district gave 
evidence of greater pence and quictness, as 
well as greater prosperity, than that we had 
traversed in the two proceding days. 

The point at which we were aim- 
ing the village of Nga-han 
which had been visited on our former 
journey several years bofore, Wo rvached 
this place scon after noon on a dry, hot 


and trying day. The surroundings were 
familiar, but when we looked for the large 
hause occupied by tho Chinaman who bad 
entertained us on tho former oconsion, it 
was missing, Upon inquiry weloarned that 
it had boea burned and that the owner 
bad removed to another town, We took 
up our quarters in a native house, although 
the owner did not give us the’ usual 
cordial welcome. He was a wenk locking 
creature evidently undor the thumb of his 
wifo, who was somowhat frightened at our 
appoaranco, and doubtful of the propriety 
of receivivg ua, A present of some beads 


waa” 


About twenty minutes te one o'clock 
this afternoon the P. & O. tug Dragon 
collided with o stoam-lounch {chartered by 
Mr A. G. Gordon, The launch was sunk, 
and the ccoupsnts had barely time to make 
good thoir escape. Mr Gordon was taking 
off Captain Taylor tu the ateamer Lsmeraida 
fom Pedder’s Wharf, snd was accompaniei 
by his clerk Mr Jesus, Tho launch backed 
off from the wharf, and was making a large 
circle to clear the Donglaa steamer's 
buoy when a terrific squall came down, 
the rain befng so heavy that it was 
impossible to seo ahead beyond a 
few yards. The launch-had just got paat 
the buoy when the Dragon hovo 
in sight steering for the berth in front of 
the P. and 0. office. An effort was mado 
to gat the launch out of the way, but the 
tug struck her with considersble force on 
the port sido a little abaft of the engines. 
Captain Tayler and Mr Jesus werein the 
cabin, and seeing the collision could not be 
avoided Mr Gordon lot down the companion 
ladder to enable them to come on deck. 
In doing so, he got his left hand badly 
crushed, and upon getting ashore his in- 
juries were attended to by Dr Cowie. Mr 
Gordon, Captain TaylerandMrJcansjumpod 
on board the tug. The crew of the launch 
consisted of four Chinamen, one of whom 
also succesded in scrambling on board the 
tug. One of the other mov wont bulow to 
look for some clothes, and as the launch 
was sinking rapidly he Lad some difficulty 
in gotting on deck and escaping. Sub- 
sequeatly, the three men were picked up 
by the police patrol boat, The launch sank 
in four fathomscf water. Tho Dragon had 
a bole on her starboard bow in which a por- 
tion uf the timbers of the Iausch was 
sticking. Mir Jesus had his Jeg bruised. 
Captain Tayler was taking on board money 
for the payment of his crew, and he man- 
aged to save all the money. The lauach 
was chartered from Mr Baker, Mr Sei- 
tound’s attorney, who put the matter at once 


in Me V. . Deacon's bands. Tho launch 
sank within four minotes of the collision.

PLUNKETT’S GAP.

Sim,—In every serero gate Plunkett's 
Gap is a source of serious danger to podes- 
trians, and no wonder, considering ite exe, 
posed position and the steep approaches to 
it on each side, The most practical re- 
medy would be to lower the level twenty 
or twenty-five feet. How thé P,W.D. 
ever sanctioned the laying out of the road 
from Victoria Gap to Plunkett’s Gap has 
always been a mystery to me; for, with 
tho exercina of a trifling amount of brains, 
this vilely-stcep incline might have been

A year ago, a woman was blown clean of 
the path at this point, and throwa down 
the hillside, ~ My contention is: that this 
Gap is a positive and astiovs danger, and 
as such should bs remedied, One of those 
days s coroner's inquiry may emphatically.

and other proofs of friendliness renssured 
hor, so that we had the froa uso of the 
ouse. 

Coming, 23 wa did, from the oxtreme 
poverty of Ta-uen we expected to find 
amplo supplios of food at this place, but 
the men sent out to procure it returned 
with the information that none could be 
obtained. Some of our men supplied them 
selves with a quantity of unwholesome 
beans, while the others waited for os to 
help them. We were much disappointed 
in the apirit shown by the Lees at this 
place. They held aloof, ina moat provol- 
ing manner, ond seemed unwilling to’ help 
us in any way. Our Lee bentors from 
Ta-uon fared no betjor than the others, 
Growing weary of the failure of our men to 
Gnd provisions whero we know # good sup- 
ply existed, my friond started out in poreon 
to solve the question of want and sapply 
becoming every hour more serious, As ha 
drew near one of the principal houses in the 
larger village—the town of Nga-ban being 
divided into two sections separated by a 
wouded space, a few hundred rods in ex- 
tent,—he distinctly hourd the eound of 
people hutling rice. As soon es they 
descried him, the work was stopped, while 
thoy tried to conceal the rice, and io 
answer to his question and request for it, 
replied that thoy had none. Instead of ac- 
copting this rebuff, he pushed his way into 
the houso and pointed to the freshly hulled 
grain in the mortar anid insisted upon their 
giving him o supply, which they did with- 
out furthor delay. He paid for it at once 
iv solid cash, After that thoro was no 
further provarication or refusal; on the con- 
trary other people came forward and of- 
fered us a3 much and more than we needed. 

Hoare wasanothor proof of opprossion from 
aome quarter, probably Chinese, which had 
chauged the natural disposition of the Lees 
to be friendly and hospitablo into suspi- 
cion and hostility toward the stranger. 
These people were unwilling togive us their 
rice, simply because they wore afraid they 
would not bo paid for it. It was rather 
hard on us, we thought, to be made to auf- 
fer in this way for the ‘misdemeanors of 
others, This was not the only evil effect 
of association vith the Chinese which wo 
observed. “We found that many “of the 
péopte here wore addicted to opium and in 
consequence were very woak and languid, 
physicalty quite inferior in fact to the Leos, 
in other places where the Opium curse has 
not yet extended. 

We spent Sunday at this place—a very 
hot and disagreeable day. My friend was 
prostrated by fevor, and several others of 
our patty suffered in the same way. The 
little house in which we lodged was fally 
exposed to the fierce heat of the san, hecom- 
ing like an oven for soveral hours after 
nooo. The people were rather rude in 
their curiosity, a fact. acted because of its 
rarity. Thoy crowded the room to suffoca- 
tion, stirring up the dust on the clay floor 
adding to the discomfort already too pret 
to be patiently borne, ..' . “ 

I spent tho. greater’ part of the day in 
the groves. behind: the village and had fine 
views from various poiats'of: the mountain 
king, whose broad slopes and striking péaka 
faced us on the opposite: side of- the valley. 
It is a wooderful’ mountain.’ Ita whole 
-form was fully open to view—not veiled 
in mist 28 on tho: former occasion when I 

vainly sought to sean its hoight. Fields, 
forests, streams and minor -peaks covering 
its great mass were clearly seen... Many vil- 
Tages at a height of two or three thousand 
fest a-down its. sides, These villages 
situato on ths upper slopes are in an 
entirely different.climate from those around 
its base... They are Prosperous, being rich 
in fields ond cattle and‘having a asalu- | 
brious climate. They are.oot subject to 
the intense heat ofthe plains and are 
furnished with.uofailing supplies of excel 
lent’ water. Their ichabitants partake in 
some degree of the’ character of their 
Mamtom being strong:and robust and of 
some. enterprisa in the cultivation of their 
fields and other émployments. To any ono 
seeking p tesidenca among tho Lees, no 
| more inviting or healthy location could ba 
found than the upper slopes of tho Bive 
Fingar Mountain. from three to four thaw. 
sand fest above the sea. The Five Finger 
Peaks avo cortainly very striking, though 
somewhat irregular in ahape. Thoir ex- 
trema hei-ht does not, probably, exceed 
six thousand feet,—the current. belief, as 
given in Obin-ee books, that thoy attain ihe 
lofty height of peventesn thousand feet 
being simply celestial exaggeration. It re- 
quired ny little help of the imegination, 
even when: looking st thess reake from 
the mort: farorsble point of view, to 
zoo in them’ all that the native poat,. whore 
vision of them yea ontizely mental, not op-

tical, supposed in his colebrated Ode, which 
{y thua translated'In Ling-Nam :—

Tho discomforts of Nga-han were such 
aa to lead us to hasten our departure on 
Mondsy moming, instead of whiting to 
explora some of tho, interesting country 
around the base of tho great mountain. 
An tnoxpected. difficulty, however, mot ua 
in the unwillingness of the people to act as 
guides or boarors, Knowing what'tho ins 
variable aut binding ouatom of tho country 
waa in this matter, wo insisted, and when 
volunteors |failed, we levied on the town, 
asleoting the only two able-bodied ‘men we 
could find. They protested, but we were 
firm, reminding them of the univorsally 
recognized obligations of the Lees to assist 
travellers on theit way and promising thom 
ample compensation. It was only by taking 
this Grm stand on the rights of travellers 
everywhere acknowledged, though of late 
frequently evaded awong the Lees, that 
we scoured tho serviovs of the men in quod. 

ion, . ; 

‘Wo went baok over the route by which 


wo had come several yoars before and had |. 


great Pleasure in recalling tho: various 
‘ontures of the landacape, the meat attrno- 
tive ever being the great mountain on 
which we wore never tried of gazing, As 
it stood forth ao grandly in full viow 
from almost every point of our upward 
march we felt in ® mesaure compensated 
for the daye of disappointment proviously 
experionced, whon it had kept itsclf so 
persistently coverod with mist that we 
could not oven guess at its height or the 
form of ita peaks. It has left its image in 
our winds, a vivid picture of a unique and 
wouderfal mountain, 
The path that lod through tho deop grove 
beyond tha precipitous hill we had asconded 
was obstructed by treas which had been ent 
down and made to fall across it. This had 
been done to hinder the advance of enemies 
and gave, evidence that trouble and sirife 
had visited this region since our former 
vieit, These fallon treea proved a serious 
barrier in the way of our horas, and gave 
much trouble to our. bearers in passing. 
Along this upland valley tho ferns, pré- 
viously noted, were as finoand as abondant 
a8 ever, while majostic oake, rising to 
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immenso heights, with enormous acorns 
revealed now especies of this interesting 
family, and also some old friends of the 
sathe family, familiar on the mainland. 


_ Five miles of travel through this attrac- 
tive scenery brought us to Ta-han, where 


wo ontored tho identical house that gave us| | 


shelter on our former visit, Not many of. 
the old occupants wore there, but the wife 
of the headmsn recognized us and expresa- 
ed her delight at our coming. Our desire 
was to push on across the high ridge just 
beyond, and for this purpose we wore 
anxious to securo fresh bearers. The 
head man promised to engage mon 
for us. Wo waited rather impatiently 
for them to'uppear, but one excuse after 
another was given for the delay un- 
ul we saw that wo should have some 
trouble in gatting mon at all, With this in 
mind we told the young men from Nga-han 
who were to aif 

morning that they ufust’ go with us to the 
nexttown unless they found substitutes, this 
being in accordance with Leo regulations. 
This announcement helped matters a little, 
and ina fow moments, we were assured 
that three young men who were poiated out 
to us would accompany ws. Our minds 
wero relieved by this promise, and aa we ate 
our lunch no lezs than twelve or fifteen mon 
were in the house, showing no lack of 
bearers, but when we had Gnished and had 


and turned to ask for the men thors was 
but one to be seen.
